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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent hi the United States. 

Claims 5-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Shigeya et al. (JP 
08152228A). Shigeya discloses (figure 1) a refrigerator unit having at least one heat exchanger 
having a plurality of parallel fins (22), wherein at least some of the fins smooth in part (25) and 
corrugated in part (21) at an entry region of the heat exchanger. 

Claims 5-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hiroshi et al. (JP 
6219693). Hiroshi discloses (figures 1-4) a refrigerator unit having at least one heat exchanger 
having a plurality of parallel fins (11), wherein at least some of the fins smooth in part and 
corrugated in part (15) at an entry region of the heat exchanger. 



Conclusion

Smitte et al. (US 4,580,623) discloses a heat exchanger. 

Derosier (US 6,889,759) discloses fin for heat exchanger coil assembly. 

Richter et al. (US 5,927,393) discloses a heat exchanger fin with enlarged corrugations. 
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N. A. Keith (US 3,61 1,534) discloses an expanded integral fin. 
Nash (US 5,1 1 1,876) discloses a heat exchanger plate fin. 
Hiroto (JP 63038893) discloses a heat exchanger.
